"We have been constantly amassing 
power as the result of our tremend- 
ous war effort, and the Japanese 
have been steadily losing strength.

^wealth of China and Indonesia?"

In a message to the House, al- 


ready rumbling with talk of ovci- 
riding the veto, Mr. Roosevelt said 
the legislation was "replete with 
provisions which not only 
afford 


indefensible special privileges to 
favored groups but sets dangerous 
precedents for the future." 


He said this tendency in itself 


was sufficiently dangerous lo coun- 
ter the loss of "a very inadequate 
sum" in adidtional revenue. He cal- 
culalcd lhal the bill would enrich 
the treasury by less than 
$1,000,- 


000,000 net a year. 


The president, recognizing wide- 


spread complaints over the com- 
plexity of income lax forms, look 
occasion lo .lay Ihe blame on Con- 
gress. 


He said it was squarely the fault 


of the legislators in using language 
in drafting tax legislation "which 
not oven a dictionary or a thesau- 
rus can make clear." 


The chief executive said he hoped 


Congress would acl as quickly as 
possible lo simplify lax laws \yhich 
in turn would make possible sim- 
plification of forms and computa- 
tion. Taxpayers engaged in an ef- 
fort to win the nation's greatest 
war, he,, declared j "are .not in a 
mood to study higher mathemat- 
ics."

Vote Expected j 
Today on 
Tax Bill Veto

Washington, Feb. 
22 —(/P)—- A 


Democratic revolt threatened 
to 


overwhelm a presidential veto of 
the $2,315,000,000 new tax bill, due 
from the White House today. 


With Republican members lined 


up- almost solidly behind the meas- 
ure, Congress set Thursday for a 
vote on whether to pass the legis- 
lation over Mr. Roosevelt's objec- 
tion that it does not provide suffi- 
cient revenue. 


The sweep of tax developments 


included: 


1. Reports circulated that joining 


in the move to override the presi- 
dent may be Chairman Doughton 
(D-NC) of the House Ways and 
Means 
Committee, 
'Chairman 


George (D-Ga) of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, and even Senate 
Democratic Leader Barkley, of 
Kentucky. 


2. The House Republican steering 


committee prepared to thrpw the 
party's whole strength into an ef- 
fort to squash the veto. 


3. Senator George predicted that 


if the House overrides then 
the 


Senate will follow suit. 


However, Speaker Rayburn (D- 


Tex) said he expected the House 
to sustain the president. Represent- 
ative Knutsbn of Minnesota, Ways 
and Means Republican leader, dis- 
puted the speaker, declaring: "We 
will override." 


Old-timers 
about 
the 
capitol 


searched back in 
memory 
but 


could not recall a precedent for the 
president vetoing a revenue 
bill. 


Nor could they; remember the mi- 
nority party taking over respons- 
bility for a tax measure, as would 
be the case if the Republicans fin- 
ally go down the line to override 
the president. 


If Mr. Roosevelt is sustained, all 


tax authorities seem agreed, there 
will be no new revenue legislation 
in 1944. 


The present bill makes no sub- 


stantial overall increases in indiv- 


men — that the Japs will try to 
ovoid a big battle with our Pacific 
fleet until the day of terrible reck- 
oning when they will have to defend 
themselves in home waters. It 
probably means also that they no 
longer will risk basing a large fleet 
on Truk, since our recent advance 
into the Marshall islands will en- 
abe us to raid the base by sea or 
by air more or less at will. 


Thus Truk, which has seen the 


hub of Japan's Pacific defensive 
and offensive'setup, is• on the road 
to being rendered impotent.

clue to administration plans for rc- 
cmployment of war workers left 
jobless when arms contracts are 
cancelled is expected in President 
Roosevelt's forthcoming order set- 
ting up a new "director of retrain- 
in!; and re-employment." 


The post, proposed by Bernard 


M. Baruch under tho name "work 
director," will be filled by Brig. 
Gen. Frank T. Mines, head of the 
Veterans Administration. 


In announcing this choice, Direc- 


tor James F. Byrnes of the Office 
of War Mobilization noted official- 
ly what other officials previously 
had pointed out — that the Baruch 
report devoted itself mainly, to job- 
finding and rehabilitation for vet- 
erans but said 
little 
about the 


workers who will be displaced when 
production lines shut down. 


Byrnes indicated this was 
one 


reason why a tentative draft of the 
order was being revised and could 
not be issued yesterday along with 
that creating the surplus war prop- 
erty administration under OWM. 
As head of the property disposal 
office he named William L. Clay- 
ton, assistant secretary 
of com- 


merce and former Texas cotton ex- 
porter. 


The executive department is not 


trying to by-pass Congress in rush- 
ing the Baruch. recommendations 
into action, Byrnes said, taking 
cognizance of charges by Senator 
George (D-Ga) that 
the Baruch 


plan for reconversion was an at- 
tempt "to do the whole job by exe- 
cutive order."

cient forces at our disposal in Afri- 
ca to nourish the struggle as fast 
as they can be transported across 
the Mediterranean."

somewhere unless we are to stand 
still and watch the Russians," he 
remarked. 


"None of the ground made good 


at Moscow or Teheran has been 
lost" despite disquieting articles in 
the Moscow press, and the 
three 


great Allies not only arc "absolute- 
ly united"' in war aims, but also 
"believe that a wide field of friend- 
ly cooperation lies before them" in 
the peace. 


Britain, Churchill continued, still 


is intensely interested in maintain- 
ing Poland's independence, but is 
convinced the repeated Moscow 
declarations for a strong, indepen- 
dent Poland "represent the settled 
policy of the Soviet Union."

Murray B. McLeod today issued a 
regulation designed to halt the flow 
of whiskey through Arkansas to ad- 
joining "dry" states. 


The regulation makes it illegal to 


transport through the state whiskey 
not consigned to a legal dealer.

states this authority. Heretofore, 
state revenue inspectors have sim- 
ply issued permits to carriers and 
registered the interstate shipments 
at ports of entry and exit.

"Other members may do as they 
lease," Barkley shouted, "I do 
ot propose to take this unjustifi- 
ble assault lying down." 
As the Kenluckian gave up the 
eadership he has held since 1937 
i the closest harmony with 
the 


resident, he turned to his 
col- 


eagues and shouted: 


"If the Congress of the United 
tales has any self respect left it 
vill override this veto and enact 
nis tax bill into law." 
Shortly after the Senate convened 


at noon Barkley erected a reading 
tand on his desk and placed a pre- 
jaied speech on it. 


As majority leader, Barkley pre- 


sumably acted as spokesman for 
he White House on the

loor, but it is known he was not the 
'irst senator apprised of the presi- 
dent's plan to veto the revenue bill. 


The Kentuckian is a member of 


the 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee, 


which helped write the bill,

The veto comes before the House 
In order to "belittle the amount 


of revenue" anticipated from the 
tax bill, Barkley continued, "the 
president has resorted to one of 
the most urjustifiable methods of 
calculation possible to conjure up." 


Barkley pointed out he had per- 


sonally opposed ''freezing" social 
security pay roll taxes at ' their 
present level of one per cent each 
on employer and employee, rather 
than allow them to double this 
year, but that the freeze was voted 
overwhelmingly. 


However, he said, he always had 


taken the position that these taxes 
were "a sacred fund" for the sole 
purpose of providing social secur- 
ity benefits. 


"I did not contend then, and I 


would not now or at any other time 
vote to include the tax merely for 
the purpose of letting the treasury 
use it as revenue to carry on the 
ordinary expenses of government," 
lie declared.
